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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 22-26 and 28-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Katayama et al. (EP 0 741 145) for the same rationale as set forth in 
the Office Action mailed March 3, 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on May 28, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

It is noted that applicants have referred Katayama's disclosure by citing 
paragraphs. This is rather confusing since only lines and pages are indicated in 
Katayama's disclosure. For example, it is not clear which lines of the page is the cited 
paragraph [0004] referring to. Applicants are urged to reference Katayama's disclosure 
by indicating lines of the pages to avoid confusion. 

Applicants argue that Katayama does not disclose the use of phosphorus in any 
of the catalyst components. On the contrary, as indicated in the Office Action mailed 
March 13, 2008, Katayama expressly discloses at least ethylenecyclopentadienyl 
pyrrolyl titanium dichloride (page 5, line 58) and dimethylsilylindenyl triphenylphospholyl 
titanium dichloride (page 7, lines 12-13), both contain phosphorous. Exhaustive and 
extensive review of Katayama is unnecessary to locate those complexes, all that is 
required is simply go to the cited pages and read those lines. Since those bridged 
complexes are disclosed in Katayama as shown above and the bridging position is not 
specified, one would have understood that all possible positions in the ring are allowed, 
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therefore, no further support is needed. However, the examiner further provides Fagan 
et al. (US 6,137,012) to show that the bridge position is on phosphorous in the 
phospholyl ring (cols. 1-2) for applicants' conveniences. 

In view the foregoing, the rejections are deemed proper and thus maintain. 
Applicants are reminded to check the reference referred to in the Response to make the 
reference is the same one indicated by the examiner in rejection.
